Cowles steps out 
as top 'executive 
S at Harper’s : 

A major change at; Harper’s 
' magazine, effective • September 
1G, was announced this week by 
' John Cowles Jr., president of 
Harper’s Magazine Inc., and 
president of the Minneapolis 
Star and Tribune Company, the 
magazine’s principal stockholder. 

William S. Blair, tftf, will be- 
come president and chief exccu- , 
tive officer of Harper’s* replacing 
Cowles. Willie Morris, £3, editor- 
in-chief of the magazine, will 
become executive viccprcsident,' 
replacing Philip Von Blon who is : 
a viccprcsident of the Minne- 
apolis Star and Tribune Com- 
: pany. 

Both Cowles and Vop Blon 
will continue as directors of the 
magazine company, Cowles as 
chairman and Von Blon aschair- 
' man of the executive committee. , 
Other officers of the magazine 
company are: Cass Canfield Sr., 
viccchairman, representing 
Harper & Row Publishers Inc., 
the magazine’s other stock- 
holder; Daniel J. Brooks, vice- 
president and publisher; How- 
ard Mithun, secretary; C. B. 
McCue, treasurer; and Anthony 
M. Corvette III. assistant treas- 
urer. 

Blair will resign from his 
present position as president of 
Harper- Atlantic Sales Inc., a 
company jointly owned by 
Harper’s and the Atlantic 
; Monthly, which represents both 
magazines for the sale of adver- 
tising. 

"This is a sign of our con- 
fidence in the future of Harper's 
Magazine,” said Cowles. "With 
the new editorial thrust pro- 
vided by Willie Morris and his 
associates, and with the acquisi- 
tion of some of the Reporter
